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This regular re-enactment of the ’rescue boat launch” takes place on the isla 
a popular tourist highlight. For centuries, ten horses were used to launch a rescue boat during severe 
storms in order to save sailors of shipwrecks on the Wadden Sea. This is very dangerous work and 
many horses and sailors have drowned in bygone years while taking part. More on the Wadden 
Islands and the many shipwrecks on pages 22 and 23. 
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There is light at the end of the long dark 


Tunnel. At the time of writing this article, 
some of the Sub-Clubs would have already 
resumed their regular activities and others 
are most likely to do so after the 18th of 
July.

Each second Saturday and Sunday in May is National Windmill Day in the Netherlands.

There used to be many farm animals, but those days are gone as the Islands are now 
protected areas and tourism is their main economy. 


Vieland: 

Climate. Vlieland, being the outermost of the Frisian Wadden Islands, has the most moderated 
climate of all the Islands. Sunshine hours are among the highest in the Netherlands. 
Temperature extremes are rare; on average, only 6 times a year does the daytime high exceed 
25 degrees and a high above thirty happens on average only once every three years. Nights 
below -10 Celsius only happen on average once every 2 years. Wind is abundant however, the 
average wind speed on Vlieland is almost 8 metres per second, or 28 kilometres per hour. Gale- 
force winds occur on average nine days per year. 


Terschelling: 

It is situated between the islands of Vlieland and Ameland. 
The main source of income on 
Terschelling is also tourism. There is 
some agriculture, but a large part of the 
Island has become a nature reserve. 
Terschelling 1s well known for it’s 
yearly ’Oerol Festival” in June, during 
which time theatre performances are 
played in the open air throughout the 
Island, making use of it’s varied 
landscape and it’s nature. The ten-day 
festival 1s focused on live theatre as 
well as music and visual arts. In the 
Terschelling dialect, ’Oerol” means

"everywhere" or literally "overall". 
The main attraction of the festival is that it uses the entire Island as its stage, although there 
are still two large primary stages,(Groene Strand and Westerkeyn) which are set up for 
Major concerts. Beaches, woods, dunes and other landscapes can function as performance 
spaces, and shows have also taken place in farm sheds, boathouses and an even a wartime 
army bunker. Street theatre, acts, art, and podium musical performances are free during the 
festival. Over 50,000 people visit the Island. ; 


Ameland: 

Like all West and East Frisian Islands, Ameland has a 
profusion of different plants and offers an immense variety 
of landscapes. One of the scenic areas is the ’Oerd”, a 
large complex of dunes, which 1s still expanding every 
year. Attracted by the differing landscapes and flora, over 
60 different species of birds nest here every year. 

Between 1871 and 1872, an 8.6 km dike was built between 
Ameland and the mainland by a society for the reclamation of Frisian land from the sea. 
Friesland and the Dutch Realm each paid 200,000 guilders. In the end, it was unsuccessful; 
the dike did not prove to be durable and in 1882, after heavy storms during the winter, all 
repairs and maintenance of the dike were stopped. The dike can still be partially seen at low 
tide. The dam at Holwerd in Frieland is the beginning of this dike.
